KEYNOTE  SPEAKER 


Edmund  Barry  Gaither  is  the  Director  of  the  National 
Center  of  Afro- American  Artists  (NCAAA),  a  museum 
dedicated  to  the  promotion,  exhibition,  collection  and 
criticism  of  black  visual  arts  heritage  worldwide.  Within 
New  England,  the  NCAAA  has  been  the  sole  museum 
committed  exclusively  to  the  celebration  of  African, 
Caribbean  and  Afro- American  fine  arts.  Gaither  is  also 
Special  Consultant  with  Adjunct  Curatorial  responsibili- 
ties at  Boston's  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  He  has  held  both 
positions  since  1969. 

Mr.  Gaither  has  been  instrumental  in  the  development 
of  the  NCAAA,  and  has  earned  critical  acclaim  for  his 
curatorship  of  eight  exhibitions  at  the  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts.  Among  his  important  recent  exhibitions  are:  Our 
Commonwealth:  Our  Collections:  Works  from  the  Collec- 
tions of  Historically  Black  Colleges  and  Universities  and 
Black  Art,  Ancestral  Legacy  which  he  co-curated  for  the 
Dallas  Museum  of  Art. 

Mr.  Gaither  was  co-founder  of  the  African  American 
Museums  Assocation  and  has  twice  held  its  presidency. 
He  has  also  served  as  a  member  of  the  governing  council 
of  the  American  Association  of  Museums  and  on  the 
Commission  of  Museums  for  a  New  Century.  He  also  has 
been  a  consultant  to  the  Department  of  Museums  in 
Jamaica  for  the  United  States  State  Department. 

Gaither' s  academic  experience  includes  teaching  at 
Spelman  College,  Massachusetts  College  of  Art,  Harvard 
and  Wellesley  Colleges  as  well  as  a  post  as  adjunct 
Associate  Professor  at  Boston  University.  The  author  of 
numerous  published  articles  on  African  American  art,  he 
currently  serves  on  the  President's  Advisory  Board  on 
Historically  Black  Colleges  and  Universities.
